uſing to that purpoſe all the Arguments I 
couid think proper to work them into aut 
{ſenſe of their miſerable Eſtate, &Cc. 

Oa the Lord's Day I Preachd to them 
both in the Fore and Atternoon, and took 
my Text ou: of 1 Cor. I5. 24. which was 
in theſs Words; Awake to Rrgbteoaſneſs, and 
Sin nit. From which 1 ſhew'd them, 1ſt the 

jiſchievous Conſequences of Sin, 2. The ne- 
ceflity of Repentance, 3. The means of et- 
fecting it, and obtaining Pardon of God. 

On Monday 1 attended them again, and 
continued Exhorting, and Inſtrufting, and 
Praying with them. And then proceeded to 
an Exhortation of each of them in particu- 


lar; adapting. at the ſame time, Admoni- - 


tions ſuitable to their reſpetive Cafes. Now 
T thought them to be Penitent, and willing 
to endeavour after the obtaining that ſtate 
of Grace, which 1 had ſhewed them they 
mult be in, before they were fir to enter 
into that of everlaſting Happineſs and Glory. 
They fighed mightily, and growa'd and ſhed 
Tears: But would not confeſs, but obſtinately 
deny'd their Crimes. They had told me the 
-Lav before, namely the lalt Lord's Day, 
that Thomas Payne ( one of the Condemned 
Prif:.3ers, and a Papiſt) defired to receive 
ſou: Inticuctiorns from me, that very Afcer-

ed hit Reque!t again ro M2, was ivid them 


that | was very v. Mirg to give him the fa- 


tistack im and Inftruchon he: deſired 5; and 
tacretore int2nu2d immediately ro follow them 
to the Lufge. But by tne good Providence 
of wad, wich 1 humbly acknowledge, and 
2 ha fi) for, faying behind a lice longer 
than I puratedly defignd, and they ex- 
pecied; wvihcn I came dowa, 1 tound they 
Were ail I ai wuzoar in the Lodge, where 
they ctierd +ciolknc2 to the Officers ahouc 
them, ana tock fore Pe:fons into the Hold, 
where incy Lepr mem all Night. To repreſs 
this Muty, and make theſe Priſoners go- 
veinable, the Giticeis were torc'd to fire te- 
veial t1 ves upon them... And then tt was that 
O72 of the Crminals, 3fichael Brown Ly Name, 
was Killed with a Buller. 

On the T4» 1 went to fpeak to them 
in th} Mo:ninrz, bye could not pulwade 
| ind a lwcr tfznfſe. In the Atternoon 
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me in the Chappel; bat ic was not thought 
fake they ſhould then be remor d ove of the 
Hold, leaſt they ſhould again grow Rebel- 
lous and troublefom. 

On this Day I went to them b2times in 
che Morning, and had them in the Chappel, 
I made a ſhort Exhortation to. themy; and 
then prayed tor them fuirably to their Con- 
Gitions. I was torc'd to be very ſucciat for 
fear of ireſh Diſturbance. They were car- 
red Jown again, and being a little while at- 
2F put into ſeveral Carts, and conducted to 
Tyburn, | met them ar that place of Execu- 
tion to affift them with my laſt Admonitions 
and Prayers: when they wee f=2ing them- 
{elves upon the brink of Death, they made 
more, open Coat:ttons than before ; which 
are as toiloweth, | _ 


[. Fobn Slanghter, Condemn'd for Robbing 
on the High-way. He was Born in' beland, 
and Apprentice. ro a Smith there. He wenr 
irom his Maſter, and liſted himſelf a Soldier. 


He conteſt he had been a moſt notorious Of- 


tender ; "That he was much giver to Wine and 
Women 3 Thar about a Tw::lve-month ſince 
he killed a S2rjeanc of che Kings Guard on 
Tower-bill; That he had committed many 
and prizyous Crimes; and now was heartily 
lorry foi them, and particularly for that he 
{tood condemn'd for; begging God's Pardon 
trom his Heart, and defiring the Pardon of 
all he had injurd. Now he feem'd to ſ{trug- 
gle mightily againſt his corrupt Nature, and 
to be truly Penicent. He earneſtly cry'd to 
God for Mercy in fcfſus Chriſt. 

IH. i:liam Spell, A Waterman, Convemn'd 
tor Felony and Burglary, ozn'd his baving 
b:en a great Sinner, and juitiy brought to this 
condizn Puniſhment, He at lait particularly 
coniels'd himſelf guilty of the Fad for which 
he was Condemn'd; and prayed that Go:

V. Themas fi*id, b:ng alio Condern'd for 
Robbiong on the High ways, bewail'd his lamen- 
table Condition.

itz particular, his having commitred the Fact 
that had brought him to thisfad and untimely 
Death. . 

Vi. Thimas Huggins, Condemned for Felony 
aid Roub>ry. 1 tound this Perton to have DECN 
well brought up, and to know better things 
than he practiſed. He was but a young Man, 
but had been a great Offender, and much 
hardned in fin. Az laſt he was ( I hope ) melc- 
ed into true Repentance, and contefled he was 
juitly Condemned and Punifhed. 

VII. Fobn Arthur, Condemned for Felony 
an Burglary, He acknowleiged his Sins to 
have been many ard great, and moſt grievous; 
23:1] in particular, owned him{.If guilty of the 
Robbery for which he was now uit; 0 luſfer. 
Hz prayed God woukl Pardon him for Chilts 
{ake, and deſired aifo their Pardon whoin he 
had don? virong to. : 

V LL. Thomas Payne, Condemned foi Rob>ing 
on the High-ways. He was an Iriſh-man, and 
of the Remrſh Religion. He declared he had 
Lived, and now Died in that Commumon. 
He ſ:emed however to take my Admonitions 
in good part, and to be ſatisfied in a Point 
that, then fell in my way to take notice of 
to him. As foon as he was come to the Gallows, 
one broughe fome certain Garments tor him 
to put on. But it being found improper thar 
he ſhould ſtrip bimfclf, and fhitt his Cloaths. 
in thac P:ace:: He bemoaned himſcli mightily 
that he was not at iibe: ty to put on Holy Gar- 
ments. betore he died. Then I took occaſion 
to tell him, That i mattered not what the 
Garments were his Body was covered with, pro- 
vided he had his Soul cioathed with the Righte- 
oulneſs of Chrilt, and obtained his Grace and 
Pardon here, in order to future Joy and Glory 
hereafter. He-feemed to be Penitent, and own- 
el ire was juſtly Condemned. He prayed Gad, 
and all the World to forgive him, and declac- 
ed that he diet in Chaiiy w:th all Men. 

There was another Condemnrd Priſoner, 
name:y, Mechazl Brown, that ſhould have been 
Execu:ed with thels & Perſons, but he received 
his Death bctore, being { as I have faid killed 
in tae Fray that hapned inthe Lodge at News ate, 
on Munday l:ft. He was then bur juſt gone trom 
me, and | hal wrought more on him than on 

any of the reſt ac that time; for he not only con- 
teſt with Tears, that he was a greet Sinner, and 
undone tor ever, uniels God was pleaſed ro ſhew 
Mercy to him, which he earneſtly implored : 
B::c he alſo ingenuouſly acknowledged that he 
was julttly Condemned. He had brit declared 
to n:e, That he was born of Pcoteſtanr Parents, 
but in his Fravels had changed his Religion, 
and wrned Papiit, and now owned that he was 
W a great mcatine convinced of his Eror, and 
wouid dcile lome tarcher Diſcourſe with me a- 


bout it before his Diad, Lo: far i wa hroug at 
owards a Reformation, both bis 1 cinCiptcs 
and Manners, when Dzath met Bin beatoc2 hs 
was aware ol tt.
